’Robert Ribley In "America’s An­ 
swer to the Russian Challenge."

g r e e of technical knowledge hut a 
remarkable ability to reach down to 
underly ing facta. He throws a re­ 
vealing lights upon s problem which 
so far has completely baffled W est­ 
ern social and economic 
forecast.

The Interpretation 1« 
based on the aoundeat modern crit­ 
ical acholarshlp, and seeks to re­ 
late the development of the church 
and the emergence of the various 
denominations to fundamental po- 
Ucal and economic forces. 
His earlier 
books 
on 
religious 
history have been translated 
Into 
many languages and have already 
found a sure place for themselves 
In contemporary literature. “Since 
Calvary " reveals him at hla 
best 
with all that range of learning, ta l­ 
ent for condensation, and brilliance 
of writing which have won for him 
his present following. 
His viewpoint la stim ulating and 
Inspiring. We are swept along
